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The points covered in a previow: report® on the operational directives of the 
Cormmnist Party of Chile (P0Ch) have been amplified in the following report: 


Sommuniet Party Infivonce in Oar Proletarian Groung 


1. The Comamist Party has attompt.d to extend ita influence by working with other 
proletarian groups since the fre it ceased being an exclusively clandestine 
group. It first worked with tio Union de Maestros (Teachers Union) and then 
with the Frente Hacional ja 1a ‘ivienda (National Housing Front), and now is 
aseisting with the organization of Comites de Pobladores (Citizens' Committees) 
throughout the comtry. ‘The PUCh also intends to work with Comites de Progreso 
pare los Obreros (Comaitices for Workers Progress) which are to be set up in 
towns throughout the country. The progrem planned by these committees calls for 
civie improvements such a3 paving, potable water, sewage control. 


rD “ings the militants of tho Party are generally laborers or workers with very 
Uttle political preparation, the Fxecutive Secretariat of the Central Committee 
must outline policies to them in detail, Therefore evert item which Party 
leaders consider important is montionad specifically in instructions they issue. 


Propagands_in Favor of Posse 


3. The continuing proepeace propaganda campaign ie closely linked to the fight 
against American imperialism. At present plans are being formulated for the 
organisation of an anti<war committee. Among those who will be invited to 
participate in this committes yill be leftist university professors, students, 
women's clubs, mtual ben2ofit societies, and similar groups. Party leaders be~ 
lieve that ouch a comttoe will appeal to a wide variety of persons who are not 
Party members. ‘The Part; hopes that it can uso the sommittes as a legal frame- 
work in which it can cary out ite work without endangering ite nilitants. 
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4 Wiles on each Communist militant are maintained by the Party, and at present 
are in the keeping of Gal> Gongules. The files contain extremely detailed in- 
formation on each member. and include his name, residence, age, employment or 
profession, studies compicted, date of enrollment, and the name of the person 
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who sponsored him. Any epocd il Bphinrenb cag are enumerated, for example, driving 
& car, flying a plane, »andl'ng speoial firearms such as Meld artillery, 
machine guns and cami, eee tind telegraphic or radio telephonic equipment. 

. Notation is made if he has ». mowledge of electricity or of navigation or if 
he owns any fireams. The files also contain nanes of the militant's relatives, 
names of hie intimte friends, addresses vhich may be used in sending lettors 
or messages, @ Lint of PCC aympathisers with whom he ie acquainted, and notations 
of the Control Committes adon+ his special assignments or any breaches of discipline. 
The Control Committee uses those dossiers to classify the militanta. Thies Committee 
ie constantly requesting the cells or local committees to furnish information con» 
eerning the condne? of Party nembers of doubtful loyalty. Control is also maintaine< 
aver delegates to the Fart: Congresses, because only those may attend who have been 
militants for more thar. thrae years and who have been sympathisers for at least two 
years. 


5. To acquire the title of militant, a member's record must be presented for approval 
to the Dureau of Regiorsl Con:rol after the ohief of hie cell and the secretary 
of the lecal committee havo been consulted. For a member to be eligible for a 
airective post, he must have had at least five of active militancy. Members 
of the Control Committes ace required to have served ten years as "exemplary 
militante", having never hid a disagreement with the Party line and Party instruc~ 
tions, From among those wi iave served on the Central Committees are chosen the 
‘inspectors or reorganizera vh> are sent by the Directorate to a province to take 
charge of Farty affairs. ‘he majority of regional secretaries are not designated 
by the local organisations, but are appointed by the Central Committce, and are 
designated in the National Congresses of the Party. Occasionally the Regional 
Congresses elect Secretirios,. 


6. Generally foreign Comuunis: gvoupe in Chile operate within the PCCh, with the ex- 
ception of the Spanish Commaists. The majority of the Spaniards have been 
** from the native party and are acting. in a separate group headed by 
Julian Cuesada Alonso. Otner foreign Commmist groups do not usually operate as 
diatinet entities, although rocently froups of seaman, Germans, and Yugoslavs 
have been forned. 


Infommants in Other Political Partios a 


7. The PCCh has obtained tnforma:ion on the plans of the Radical party, but has not 
attempted to follow the activities of the Conservatives and Liberals. There were 
sone Communints in the “ooinliat party, but through lack of direction their 
opportunity to secure infoimation was lost. 


8. Commmist intelligenes work in government oireles is much better directed and more 
effective. There are Conmintots in Investigaciones, the Carabineros, the various 
regiments, the national air Line, the Iinistry of Foreign Relations, the Ministry of 
the Interior, the Treasury Department, and in the Commissariat. All of these Party 
menbers give information to their cell leaders on the activities of the sovernnent 
departments and on the aviation industry. The Party has sympathizers on the police 
fores who inform Commmist mambers when orders are being prepared for their arrest. 
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9. The PCCh doos not, however, Bove any organization which controls or centralizes the 
gathering of information. ‘Jaen the Central Committee wishes to obtain specific: 
information, the usual »rocadure is for a confidential secretary of the Committee 
to visit Party members wio avo in strategic positions and interrogate then. 
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Formerly, PCCh nembers couli ma xbout alrost at will, but Galo Gonzelez 

has recently issued inetructia: covering changes of residences. The pro= 
fessional leaders who are on a s@lary are moved from one province to anothor - 
by order of the dircatcratc . ; 


There is an cutstanding orisr ‘04. Conramists must constantly change residences 
and even their places of enslav@t. Coummistes fram Santiago have been sent 
to Valparaiso or Concopsion, wich: they may stay and work until they become well 
Imown. Onoe they havo veen idea$' fied as Commmist militants they must changs 
their location upor: oder fron +o central directorate. 
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
